your 1878 are rated at 16 millw. on the dollar, 
andthe Taxes for School purposes aro rated 
at 44 milla on the dollar: 


Therefore the Munioipal Council of the City 
of Belleville enacts as follows :— 


1. Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
bo DUE and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after tho passing hereof, 


2. All other Taxes'for 1878 shall be DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day of 
OCTOBER noxt after the passage hereof. 


8. It shallbe the duty of the Treasurer to 

give public notice in at least two nowspapers 
publighed in the Gity of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing’ of the By-law, ‘and it is 
hereby enacted,-that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be made 
to the Treasurer of the {City of" Belleville at 
liis ‘office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap; 
pointed for the year at any .time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second séction of this By-Law may bo 
madé'to the Treasnrerat his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twenticth day of October without 
any addition théreto, anil an addition of three 
per cont. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth ‘day of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collectar or Collectors appointed 
for the yedr immediately after the said sever- 
aldays for payment As aforesaid to collect at 
once, under the provisions of the statutes in 
that behalf all. such taxes. or instalments of 
taxes, rates and assessments as have not been 
paid on or before'the said several days appoint- 
ed for payment as aforesaid, together with the 
8 id percentage charge of threo per cent. upon 
the arnount of every such unpaid tax, rate or 
adsesement, if said percentage ¢harge be then 
payable, giving in no case/a longer grace. than 
ten days, Proyided that nothing herein con- 
tained shill affect or diminish the right of auy 
Collector or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case when he may consider it expedi+ 
ent after a proper demand has been made to 
proceed at anytime before the said severaldays” 
appointed for payment as aforesaid, with the 
Collection of any taxes by distress or sale, un- 
der the provisions of the Assessment,aw 
relative to Colléctors and’ their duties, » 


4. Ratepayers who, on or before tho; said 
twentieth day of October, shall be entitled to a 
yeduction of threé per cont, on the aniount of 
said taxes, if all paid on or before tho said 
twentieth day of October, and a like reduction 
of three per cent. shall be made on all items 
mnder fon dollars which are paid on or before 
the said first day of November, the day appoint- 
ed for payment of the same. 


5. Ratepayers who are entered on the said 
Colléctor’s Rol! for the year 1878 for arrearé of 
taxes on land or premises owned or occupied by 
them shall be entitled to a reduction of ten per 
cent, upon payment of the same to the said 
Treasurer or Collector on or before the twentioth 
day of December next aftor tho passing thereof, 


6, All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 


7. This By-Law shall come into forco and 
take effect immediately upon, from and after 
tho passing thereof.

Passep 19th September, 1878. 


HERBGAS the Taxes for Municipal pur- 
V poses for the City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 aré rated nt 16 mills on the dollar, 
and thé Taxes for “School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar: 


‘Therefore the Municipal Gonnéit of the City 
of Belleville onagts as follows :— 


1. ItemS of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
be DUE and PAYABLE bn tho FIRST day ‘of 
NOVEMBER néxtafter the passing hereof, 


2. All other Taxos for 1878 shall be DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day of 
OCTOBER noxt after the passage hereof,

Hung np on the walls, he has a choice ool- 
lection of portraits in water oolorg,enlarged 
photograpos, English and American chrom- 
os, statuary, crayon pictnres, stereoscopic 
views and cabinet photographs, as well- as 
some excellent samplés of mouldings. 
Most of the enlarged photographs -were 
well executed, and richly’ merited special 
attention- Some of the cromos were very 
fine, especially the English ones. Space 
howeyer, will not permit a more extended 
notice. 

Adjoining Mr. Ford's display was a 
number of oil paintings, execnted by Miss 
Goldsmith, prominent amongst which was 
a life-size portrait of her father,true to life. 
Some samples of pastelle. work, executed 
by the same yonng lady, was very mnch 
admired. A basket of wax frnit, as well as 
a covered case of flowers, some crochet and 
wool work were amongst her collections. 

In the east wing Mr. Gooding displayed 
a number of photographic paintings in oil 
colors and Indian ink. The artist is a 
yonng man, and bids fair at to distant day 
to take a prominent place in his profession. 

A photograph of Professor Greene, ofthe 
D. & D. Institnte, as well as a dog and a 


bunch of fruit done with pen and ink was 
the next to attract our attention—the pho- 


tograph particularly being very good. We 
were unable to learn the artist’s name. 

Next came an oil portrait, anda couple 
of paintings,—the latter two of w'i'c’: were 
yery bad, and did not say mucli for the 
artist’s taste in putting them on ex!,bition, 
Along with them were a couple of pencil 
drawings, both of which were very good. 

Mrs. and Miss Walker showed some 
very well executed crayons, which were 
amongst the finest on exhibition. In their 
collection was.a pieco of statuary drawn by 
Miss Walker, which we observed took the 
President's medal at the Ontario School of 
Art this year and which was, withouta 
doubt,t he finest piece in the building. 

LADIES’ DEPARTMENT. 

First in the Ladies’ Department me no- 
tice particularly a centre table paved with 
small stones gathered from the lake shore, 
It was made by Miss Edna J, Elmer, of 
Belleville, and is one of the most ingenious 
piece of workmanship wo have ever seen, 
Sitting on top of the table was a beautiful 
moss wreath, the frame of which was also 
covered with small stones and shells, 

Passing on we next observe in rotation a 
couple of beautiful cushions in raised wool, 
crochet and §lace work; a very beau- 
tiful silk patch-work quilt in which 
were a vast. number of pieces. In the 
same exhibit was a very nice pieco of silk 
embroidery in frame, and also ao mat of 
worsted work, as well as a numbor of wall 
pockets. 

Wax leaves and flowers, worked otto- 
mans, and crochet and wool tidioes, 
with some lace work came next, 
which were very good.

COLLECTION OF TAXES FoR Tn | 
YEAR 1878, | 


Passep 19th 


September, 1878, 


W. HERBAS the Taxes for Municipal pur- 
poses for the City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 aro rated at 16 mills on tho dollar, 
andtheTaxos for School purposes are rated 
at 44 mills on the dollar: 


Therefore the Municipal Gonncil of the City 
of Belleville cnacts as follows: — : 


1. Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
bo DUB and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after tho passing hereof, 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall be DUB 
and PAYABLE on the TWEN DIE TH day of 
OCTOBER next after the passage hereof. 


8. Tt shall bo the duty of the Treasurer to 
eiyo publie notice in at least two n DI 
publishedin the City of Delleville, Jockin hak 
after the passing of the By-law, and it Ax 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be made 
to the ‘Treasurer of the [City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the yoar at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second section of this By-Law may be 
made to the ‘Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of threo 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessmont levied for tho 
year 1878 remaining unpaid’ on and after 
the twentieth day, of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately after the said sever- 
nl days for payment as aforesaid to collect at

once under the proyisions of the statutes in 
that behalf all such taxes or instalments of 
taxes, rates and assessments as have not been 
paid on or before the said several days appoint- 
ed for payment as aforesaid, together with the 
4 id percentage charge of three per cent. upon 
the amount of every such unpaid tax, rate or 
assessment, if said percentage charge be then 
payable, giving in no case a longer grace than 
ten days, Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall affect or diminish the right of auy 
Collector or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case when he may consider it expedi- 
ent after a proper demand has boen made to 
proceed at any timo before the said several days 
appointed for payment as aforesaid, with the 
Collection of any taxes by distress or sale, un- 
der the provisions of tho Assessment Law 
relative to Collectors and their duties.

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FoR THE 
COLLEOTION OF TAXES FOR DHE 
YEAR 1878. 

Pasuup 19th September, 1978, 


\ HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal ‘pur- 

poses for the City of Belleville for. the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
andtho'Taxes for School purposos are rated 
at 44 mills on the dollar: 


Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
of Belleville enacts as follows: — 


1. Ite

ms of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
MBER next after the passing hereof. 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall be DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWEN'TIBTH day of 
OCTOBER next after the passage hereof. 


8. It shall be the duty of tho Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By-law, and it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be made 
to the Treasurer of the ‘City of Belleyillo at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the year at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second section of this By-Law may be 
mado to the Treasnrer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cont. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth day of December next, after

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES 


YEAR 1878. 


rok THE 
FOR THE 


Passep 19th September, 1878. 


Vy HEREAS the Taxes for Munigipal pur- 

poses for the City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 milla on the dollar, 
andthe'Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4) mills on the dollar: 


Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
of Bolleyille enacts as follows ;— 
\ 


1. Ttems of ‘axalion under Ten Dollara shalt 
bo DUE and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing hereof. 


2. All othor Texes for 1878 shall be DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day of 
OCTOBER next after the passage hercof. 


8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By-law, and it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be made 
to the Treasurer of the City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed forthe year at any time before the 
said first day of November without apy ad- 


dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- ! »: 


der the second section of this By-Law may be 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth day of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately after the said fever- 
al days for payment as aforesaid to collect at 
once whder the provisions of the statutes in 
that belialf all such taxes or instalments of 
taxes, rates and assessments as have not been 
paid on or before the said several days appoint- 
ed for paymont as aforesaid, together with the 
6 id percentage charge of three per cent, upon 
the amount of every such unpaid tax, rate or 

soscment, if said percentage charge be then 
payable, giving in no case a longer grace than 
ten days, Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall affect or diminish the right of auy 
Collector or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case when he may consider it expedi- 
ent after a proper demand has boen made to 
proceed at any time before the said several days 
appointed for payment as aforesaid, with the 
Collection of any taxes by distress or sale, un- 
der the provisions of the Assessment Law 
relative to Collectors and their duties. 


4, Ratepayers wlio, on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, shall be entitled to a 
reduction of three per cent, on the amount of 
said taxes, ifall paid on or before the said 
twenticth day of October, and a like reduction 
of three per cent, shall be made on all items 


under fen dollars which are paid on or before” 


the said first day of November, the day appoint- 
ed for payment of the same. 


5. Ratepayers who ure entered on the said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arrears of 
taxes on land or premises owned or occupied by 
them shall be entitled to a reduction of ten per 
cent, upon payment of the same to the said 
‘Treasurer or Collector ou or before the twentieth 
day of December next after the passing thereof. 


6. All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 


7. This By-Law shall come into foree and 
take effect immediately upon, from and after 
tho passing thereof.

BY-LAW TO PROVIDE 
COLLECTION OF 
YEAR 1878, @ 


FOR ‘THE 
TAXES FOR THE | 


Passxp 19th September, 1878. 


HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal pur- 

poses for the City of Bolleville for the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
nnd theTaxes for School purposes’ are rated 
at 44 mills on the dollar: 


Therefore the Municipal Council of tho City 
of Bolleville enacts as follows :— 


1, Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
be DUE and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after tho passing hereof, 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall be DUE | 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day of 
OCTOBER next after the padsago hereof. 


&. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By-law, and it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be made 
to the ‘Treasurer of the {City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors np- 
pointed for the year at any time before the 
said firat day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second section of this By-Law may bo 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twenticth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of threo 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate of assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth day of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and if shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for tha year immediately after the said seyer- 
al days for payment as aforesaid to collect nt 
once under the provisions of the statutes in 
that behalf all such taxes or instalments of 
taxes, rates and assessments as haye not been 
paid on or before tho said several days appoint- 
ed for payment fis aforesaid, together with the 
8 id percentage charge of three per cent. upon 
the amount of every such unpaid tax, rate or 
assessment, if said percentage charge be then 
payable, giving in no case a longer grace than 
ten days, Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall affect or diminish the right of auy 
Collector or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case when he may consider it expodi- 
ent after a proper demand has boen made to 
proceed at any time before the said several days 
appointed for payment as aforesaid, with tho 
Collection of any taxes by distress or sale, wa- 
der the provisions of the Assessment Law 
relative to Collectors and their duties, 


4. Ratepayers who, on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, shall be entitled to a 
reduction of three per cent, on the amount of 
said taxes, if all paid on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, and a like reduction 
of three per cent, shall be made on all items 
under fen dollars which are paid on or before 
the said first day of November, the day appoint- 
ed for payment of the same. 


6, Ratepayers who ure entered on the said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arrears of 
taxes on land or premises owned or occupied by 
them shall be entitled to a reduction of ten per 
cent, upon payment of the same to the said 
Treasurer or Collector on or before the twentieth 
day of December next after the passing thereof, 


6. All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed.

Suierixa Rerort:—Tho numbor of sea- 
going vessels entered inward at the Quebec 
Custom House from the opening of navi- 
gation up to Thursday was 622 ; clearances 
to the same date 580, leaving 42 vessels in 
port and in the small out ports. Since the 
opening of navigation 169 vessels have been 
licensed by the Quebec Custom House for 
the local trade of the province, and 2,779 
schooners and market steamers have ar- 
rived from the lower ports and parishes, 
being 88 more than at this date last year. 

Bue Remepy.—A writer in the Scientific 
American suggests that, in houses which 
become infested by bugs, especially bed. 
bugs, the sute remedy is to encourage and 
protect house spiders, including tho little 
gray striped crevice spider, which does not 
spin a web, Ho says he had a house which 
was bug infested ; and noticing the spiders 
caught the bugs, he ordered that no spider 
should be disturbed. Result, gradual re- 
lief from the bug nuisance, so that, in one 
season, the bugs became totally extinct, 
though all remedies bofore the spider trial 
had proved vain. It is easy to get rid of the 
spiders when they are no longer wanted ; 
and they are a harmless insect.

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES 
YEAR 1878.

“Passed 19th Soptomber, 1878, 


V HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal pur- 
posos for the City of Belleville for. the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
andthe Taxos for School purposds are rated 
ot 44 mills on the dollar: 
eee. Baa 
Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
of Belleville enacts as follows : — 


1. Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
be DUE and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing hereof. 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall be DUB 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day of 
OCTOBER next after the passage hereof. 


8. It shall bo the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two nowspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after tho passing of the By-law, and it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be mado 
to the Treasurer of the {City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the year at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that paymont of taxes un- | 


der tho second section of this By-Law may be 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to’ the 


said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
tho said twentieth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessmént levied for tho 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth day of Decsmber next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be tha 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately after the said sever- 
al days for payment as aforesaid to collect at 
once under the provisions of the statutes in 
that behalf all such taxes or instalments of 
taxes, rates and assessments as haye not been 
paid on or before the said several days appoint- 
ed for paymont as aforesaid, together with the 
8 id percentage charge of three per cent. upon 
the amount of every such unpaid tax, rate or 
assessment, if said percentage charge be then 
payable, giving in no case a longer grace than 
ten days, Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall affect or diminish the right of auy 
Collector or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case when he may consider it expedi- 
ent after a proper demand has been made to 
proceed at any time before the said several days 
appointed for payment as aforesaid, with the 
Collection of any taxes by distress or sale, un- 
der the provisions of the Assessment Law 
relative to Collectors and their duties. 


4. Ratepayers who, on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, shall be entitled to a 
reduction of three per cent, on the amount of 
said taxes, ifall paid on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, and a like reduction 
of three per cent. shall be made on all items 
under fen dollars which are puid on or before 
the said first day of November, the day appoint- 
ed for payment of the same. 


5. Ratepayers who are entered on the said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arrears of 
taxes on land or premises owned or oceupied by 
them shall be entitled to a reduction of ten per 
cent, upon payment of the same to the said 
Treasurer or Collector on or before the twentieth 
day of December next after the passing thereof. 


6. All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 


7. This By-Law shall come into force and 
take effect immediately upon, from and after 
the passing thereof.

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE 


COLLECTION OF TAXES 
YEAR 1878,

Passup 10th September, 1878, 


HBREAS the Taxes for Municipal pur- 


mw the City of Belleville for the 
re rated at 16 mills on the dollar, 
andthe Taxes for School purposes are vated 
at 44 mills on the dollar: 
Pp 
Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
of Belleville enacts ns follows :— 


1. Items of taxation under Ton Dollars shall 
be DUB and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing hereof. 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall be DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day of 


OOTOBER next after the passage hereof. 


&. It shall bo the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By-law, dnd it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-Law may be made 


to the Treasurer of the {City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the year at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 


dition thereto; and that payment of taxes un- | 


der the second section of this By-Law may be 
made to the ‘Treastirer at his office or to tho 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessmént levied for the 
yoar 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth day of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately after the said — sever- 
al days for payment as aforesaid to collect at 
once under the»provisions of the statutes in 
that behalf all such taxes or instalments, of 
taxes, rates and assessments as haye not been 
paid on or before the said several days appoint- 
ed for payment as aforesaid, together with the 
s id percentage charge of three per cent. upon 
the amount of every such unpaid tax, rate or 
assessment, if said percentage charge be then 
payable, giving in no case a longer grace than 
ten days, Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall affect or diminish the right of auy 
Collector or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case when he may consider it expedi- 
ent after a proper demand has been made to 
proceed at any time before the said several days 
appointed for payment as aforesaid, with the 
Collection of any taxes by distress or sale, un- 
der the provisions of the Assessment Law 
relative to Collectors and their duties. 


4. Ratepayers who, on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, shall be entitled to a 
reduction of three per cent, on the amount of 
said taxes, if all paid on or before the said 
twentieth day of October, and a like reduction 
of three per cent. shall be made on all items 
under fen dollars which are paid on or before 
the said first day of November, the day appoint- 
ed for payment of the same. 


5. Ratepayers who are entered on the said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arrears of 
taxes on land or premises owned or o¢cupied by 
them shall be entitled to a reduction of ten per 
cent, upon payment of the same to the said 
Treasurer or Collector oxor before the twentieth 
day of December next after the passing thereof. 


6. All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 


7. This By-Law shall come into force and 
take effect immediately upon, from and after 
the passing thereof.

Brooklyn, N. Y., Oct. 21.—Rey. '¥. DeWitt 
| Talmage’s second discourse upon the Gotham 
| clephant, yesterday, attracted an immense 
crowd 4o the Tabernacle, a large number of 
ladies beiug prosent. Mr, Talmage condemned 
the New York police, and ¢ id they were bribed. 
He, howeve~, praised the Brooklyn force, and 
gave the officers choice seats. The discourse 
contained some very strong points,one of which 
was that the worst vices of this city are not 
monopolized by the young and tender classes ; 
but that men of reputation and social position 
are dobasing and destroying themselves in 
haunts of yice, robbing their familfes to gratify 
their depraved tastes, Mr. Talmage said :— 
** Powerful polico officers were with me yhen 
visiting sinful places in Now York, and I also 
asked two elders of the church to accompany 
me, not because they were better than any 
other. but because they were more musculat ; 
and I was resolved that in any case where any- 
thing more than spiritual defence was reqnired, 
to refer myself wholly to them,” This was 
said so slyly that there was great laughter. He 
continued :—*T believe in muscular Christain-
